'I his emphasis left no doubt concerning the major purpose 
of the message. 
The opening of a new Congress was util­ 
ized as the opportunity to make a plea for a liberal attitude 
on the part of the courts. 
That suggestion was in order. 
There is seldom a time when it would not be in order, be­ 
cause the general tendency of our Federal judiciary is to­ 
ward a strict interpretation of the constitution and laws. 
Put on the other hand, it would not have bern inappro­ 
priate to suggest ta Congress that because a given law is 
held unconstitutional is no reason to believe it is impossible 
to find a constitutional means of accomplishing the desired 
result.
